roads and their employes, where the 
public is an interested party, the rail- 
reads of Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey opened a campaign to get repeal 
oi the full crew laws. They announce 
a purpose to submit the matter to tae 
people by an open, frank presenta- 
tion of the facts. 


What is In OP done by the railroads 


is clearly outlined in a 
statement 


o\cr the signatures of Samuel Rea, 
Theodore Voorhees and Daniel Wil- 
lard, as presidents of the Pennsylva- 
nia, Reading and Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads. They make ths announce- 
ment as a ccninuttoc for their own 
companies and ten others. Tdey base 
llieir objection to the full crew law, 
which requires that each passenger 
and freieht train shall be manned in 
a prescribed way. on the ground that 
it forces a condition in defiance of 
the commerce law. 


They contend that it makes employ- 


ment without service, detailing heavy 
cost upon the railroads—about ?!,- 
300,000 a year in Pennsylvania alone— 
which ultimately rests upon the pub- 
lic, and that the waste so involved 
limits the ability of the carriers to do 
many things for the public which oth- 
erwise coulH be done.
